3. CHAIRMAN SUGGESTED THAT AFTER EXCHANGE OF VIEWS, AND HOPEFULLY 
SOME MEASURE OF AGREEMENT ON RESPONSE TO CHECKLIST, AD HOC OPEN- 
ENDED GROUP BE FORMED CONSISTING OF BOTH POLITICAL OFFICERS AND 
BUDGET EXPERTS FOR DETAILED DISCUSSION OF COMMON FACILITIES. 

4. IN RESPONSE TO REQUESTS FOR CLARIFICATION ON CERTAIN ITEMS IN 
CHECKLIST, IS REPS PRESENT NOTED THAT QUESTION 2 REGARDING THE 
BUILDING AT 21 SCHOTTENRING IMPLIES USE OF THAT BUILDING UNDER THE 
"FOOTHOLD" CONCEPT, I. E. THE BUILDING WOULD BE LARGE ENOUGH TO 
CONTAIN TWO OFFICES PER DELGATION, AND PERHAPS MORE IN THE CASE 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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OF THOSE SMALLER COUNTRIES WHOSE VIENNA EMBASSIES COULD NOT 
ACCOMMODATE THEIR ENTIRE MBFR DELEGATION AND WHO MIGHT CHOOSE TO 
PUT ALL OF THEIR DELEGATION IN THE COMMON FACILITY BUILDING. 

IS REPS ALSO BELIEVED 21 SCHOTTENRING WOULD BE LARGE ENOUGH TO 
ACCOMMODATE ADDITIONALLY A NATO- WIDE COMMUNICATIONS TERMINAL AND 
REPRODUCTION FACILITIES. 

5. ON QUESTION 5, REGARDING PRO- RATA SYSTEM OF PAYMENT FOR 

" COMMON AREAS", IS REP REPLIED THAT SAME SYSTEM AS THAT OBTAINING 
FOR NATO HEADQUARTERS WOULD APPLY, I. E. NATO INTERNATIONAL STAFF 
AND IMS REPS WOULD BE CONSIDERED AS A DELEGATION AND WOULD PAY 
THEIR SHARE OF COMMON FACILITIES.
